FIRST NATIONAL BANK. 


Whales' and IJarnaclea. 


Lighthouse Keeper Israel, who was in 


town a few daya ago, says that the best 
exhibition of whales occurred right in 
front of the lighthouse the other day. 
Half a dozen whales of from thirty-five 
to forty feet in length were playing for 
an hour, or breaching, as whalers call it. 
This is running out of the water exactly 
as a fish does and falling back heavily 
on the ocean, so as to thrash off the bar- 
nacles that cover their under side. It ia 
a flat barnacle, rayed in the gray and 
white streaks from a small central hole. 


The variety of barnacle coming from 


colder northern waters "gets sick," in 
nautical phrase, in tho warm southern 
waters where the whales uome to breed, 
and are easily shaken off by a little ef- 
fort. 
"The captain said that the right 


whale never ventured into these waters 
unless heavily loaded with barnacles, 
when they would be shaken off by 
breaching. In the old whaling camp 
opposite Ballast Point, on North Island, 
whales have been found so thickly in- 
crusted with barnacles that they have 
had to be skinned on the underside be- 
fore a knife or spade conld safely be 
used to cut up the blubber.—San Diego 
(Cal.) Union. 


Puaay's Way of Catching Birds. 


A lady in Cincinnati has a wonderful 


cat named Dick, well known for its 
sagacity. She has been in the habit of 
taking crumbs from the table and shak- 
ing them on the ground outside, eo that 
the birds could feast therefrom. The 
cat, 
meanwhile, would ambush itself, 


and, at the opportune moment, pounce 
upon the bird and secure a seasonable 
meal. The good lady tried to break the 
cat of the habit, but her efforts were of 
no avail. She then resorted to other 
means, but with no success. 
At last 


she discontinued the practice of throw- 
ing out the crumbs for the birds. The 
cat, seeing that its daily meal was not 
forthcoming, entered the house, pur- 
loined a piece of bread from the table, 
scattered-it over the ground at the ac- 
customed feeding place, and awaited re- 
sults behind a tree. Soon the birds ap- 
peared and the cat secured one of the 
sparrows.—Cincinnati Enquirer.

THE CONNECTICUT METHOD. 


BY TELEGRAPH! 


News of Importance Prom 


Politicians in Connecticut, the land of 


steady bablts, are adopting the methods in 
vogue in Louisiana in reconstruction days, 
when might, not right, determined political 
questions. 
Last November there were 


four candidates in the Bald for Goveroor. 
According to the face of the'eturns Morris, 
Democrat, received 67,662 votes; Merwin, 
Republican, 63,976; Augur, Prohibitionist, 
3,113; Baldwin, Lil>or, 209. The State 
Constitution requires that a candidate, to 
be elected b? the popular vote, shall have 
a clear majority oE all the votea cast in an 
election. The vote oE Morris was 67,662, 
and all the other votes omt, including the 
goatteriog, were 67,636, showing a majority 
of 25 over all for Morris. Some votes for 
Governor were rejected by looal canvassers 
for informality, which, if counted, would 
place Morris a few short of a majority over 
all. The Senate recognized Morris as Gov- 
ernor, while the House insists on going be- 
hind the returns and counting the votes 
rejected by the local canvassers. The re- 
sult is a deadlock, and Bnlkley, whose 
term expired in January, ia recognized as 
Governor by the Lower House, and Morris 
by the upper branch of the Legislature. 
This causes disagreeable complications, as 
there are virtually two governments in the 
State. 
Last baturday when Bnlkley ar- 


rived at the State Capitol be found the 
anteroom connecting the Executive cham- 
ber with the House retiring rooms locked. 
He did not adopt the exact tactics of Con- 
gressman Kilgore, the big Texan, who 
kicked open the door of the House of Rep- 
resentatives wheu Speaker Reed sought to 
hold him and others,'whom he would not 
racognizs on the floor, prisoners to count a 
quorum, but he had his clerk break open 
the lock with a crow bar. 


This is a bad example for a State which 


has the reputation of being one of the most 
orderly and steady in the Union to set for 
the "wild and wooly West." In Nebraska, 
where a last-year Governor is trying like 
Bulkley to retain office, they have not yet 
resorted to the Connecticut method, but 
quietly submit the questions at issue to the 
courts, an example which the Nutmeg 
State should follow unless it is clearly 
shown that the courts are corrupt, and 
then they should impeaoh the Judge*. ,_

Al'OlOGIES, NOT FACTS. 


In one of its apologies for the course of 


tbe Legislature in not reducing the salaries 
of State officers and deputies until 1895, 
the Virginia Enterprise says: 


"The Legislature of Nevada could not 


in any wise pass any law affecting tbe sala- 
rias or positions of the present county 
officials in the Stale of Nevada. Such a 
law would be retroactive, and therefore un- 
constitutional. Wbeu the Sheriff, or any 
other officer of this county was elected, 
and he filed his bond, and met every re- 
quirement of the law, and entered upon 
the duties of bis office, he entered upon a 
contract with Storey county under tbe con- 
ditions of the then existing law, and that 
contract cannot in any wise be legally im- 
paired. Therefore none of the economical

State official, or the deputy whom he 
appoints to do the work, while he enacts 
the role of "a Gentleman of Leisure."

An Act to abolish the compensation of 


County Auditors for extending the taxes 
OQ the assessment roll. Approved March 
9, 1891. 
The People of the State of Nevada, rep- 


resented in Senate and Assembly, do enact 
as follows: 


SECTION 1, It dull be tho duty of the 


County Auditors of the several counties to 
extend ths taxes on the assessment roll 
without any additiocal fees or compmsa- 
tion.

2. All Acts or parts of Acts In con- 


flict with the provisions of this Act are 
hereby repealed, 


SEC. 
3. This Act shall take effect from 


and after the first day of January, eighteen 
hundred and ninety-three. 


An Act to consolidate certain State offices 


in the State of Nevada. Approved March 
9, 1891. 
The people of the State of Nevada, rep- 


resented in Senate and Assembly, do enact 
as follows: 


SECTION 1. The State Treasurer shall be 


ex-ofQoio Superintendent of State Printing; 
the Superintendent of Public instruction 
shall be ex-officio Clerk of the Supreme 
Court, ex-officio State Librarian and Cura- 
tor of the State Museum; the Governor's 
Private Secretary Shall be ex-omoio Adju- 
tant-General, and as such officers and ex- 
officio officers, they shall severally pet form 
the duties required by law.

OUK GOLD PRODUCT. 


What the Census Place* It At. 


The production of gold in the United 


States, according to the official estimate of 
the United States Mint, is $64,000,000 for 
1889 and 1890. 


Besides this, not less than $1,000,000 of 


foreign gold coin is brought into this coun- 
try by foreign immigrants, which is not 
taken into any official statistics of imports. 


The total net exports of gold for two 


years amount to $41,584,000. 


From these figures it will be seen that, 


unless tbe official statistics ot the govern- 
ment are entirely worthless, there has been 
an increase in gold in the form of bullion 
or coin to the approximate amount of $23,- 
500,000 in the last two years.

half of said thirty-eight thousand, seven 
hundred and six dollars and eleven cents is 
hereby transferred to the General School 
Fund of the State.

A Chicago dispatch says American capi- 


talists have made sensationally large pur- 
chases ot cattle in Canada recently. The 
object ia to afford relief to American cattle 
growers by opening np markets abroad, 
and according to the statements of one of 
the largest dealers in Chicago, success has 
already been attained, while much greater 
widening of the foreign outlet is close at 
hand. 


These Canadian purchases, it appears, 


are simply in the nature of preliminary 
tactics to secure the unrestricted entry of 
American cattle into Great Britain. Can- 
adian cattle, though inferior to the Ameri- 
can product, are legally unfettered by 
British enactments, and the Americans 
who have just bought some immense Can- 
adian herds, propose to utilize the Cana- 
dian [animals to familiarize the people of 
rural England, Scotland and Wales with 
beef from this side of the Atlantic. This 
Canadian venture is certain to result in 
loss to the American?, interested, but they 
are confidently counting 
on recouping 


themselves when American beeves are free- 
ly introduced and 
slaughtered at will 


throughout G'.eat Britain.

American live stock can only be landed or 
killed at three ports, and that, too, tinder 
harassing restrictions.

Than formerly—Worn Not 'So Mucta for 
Ornament as for Their Intrlnile Value. 
Some Famoqs Rlnss In History. 
Loobiiig at tlie exhibition of modern 


finger ziagst the old timer is forcibly 
struck by the fact that, whereas in' the 
good old days the decorative art and de- 
sign •were almost wholly expended on 
the gold band itself, modern jewelers 
confined themselves almost exclusively 
to combinations of valuable stones, it 
is a very ungrateful task to spoil a ro- 
mance, but cold truth compels the ad- 
mission that this is a practical age, which 
looks largely to the matter of converti- 
bility in rings, watches and valuable 
presents. 


Actors and actresses on their travels 


are seldom seen without a diamond pin, 
brooch, necklace or solitaire ring, be- 
cause these articles represent a condensa- 
tion of money in small bulk and unde- 
. preciable form. The finest workman- 
[ ship on the gold itself goes for nothing. 


It is simply "old gold"—sold by weight. 


It was very different in "the days of 


old," though there were plenty of pre- 
fiious stones available if they had been 
needed. The Pharaohs and their states- 
men, the princesses of Egypt and their fa- * 
vored attendants, undoubtedly wore 
rings, for quite a number of muminiea 
have been found with a dozen finger 
rings liberally distributed on tile eight 
fingers, besides the indispensable thumb 
rings. For it is a singular fact that for 
hundreds of years after the Christian 
era the custom still prevailed of wearing 
the wedding ring and the masculine 
token of -wealth and power on the thumb. 


EGYPTIAN RINGS. 


The ring is so frequently alluded to in 


the Old Testament as to make it plain 
that the greatest importance attached to 
it, even in the pastoral age. 
In Gen. 


xii, 42, it is stated that "Pharaoh took 
ofE his ring from his hand and put it 
on Joseph's hand," us a signal mark of 
favor. In Esth, iii, 10, mention is made 
of King Ahasuerus taking his ring from 
his hand and giving it to Haman, and 
the context shows that certain written 
documents were "sealed with the king's 
ring." 


The old time rings were made of all 


sorts of material. Pliny mentions that 
iron rings were commonly worn by be- 
trothed persons. It seems tolerably cer- 
tain that rings of gold and silver were 
worn only by kings, princes and nobles, 
while less expensive circlets of brass, 
ivory, iron and porcelain or glass were 
worn by the average citizen. 


The oldest gold Egyptian finger ring 


actually preserved belonged to Amu- 
noph HI, who reigned over Egypt four- 
teen centuries before Christ was born. 
Rings of the date of Osirtasen and Thoth- 
mes III, who were contemporaries of 
Joseph and Moses, have been found, but 
they are of common mateaal and doubt- 
ful authenticity. The scarabaeus, a beetle 
which formed the Egyptian token of im- 
mortality (from being a sexual) is a com- 
mon emblem in Egyptian finger rings, 
and one of Foe's most extravagant "tales 
of mystery, imagination and humor" has 
a well established foundation, so far as 
the scarabaeus ring is concerned. It 
seems to be tolerably certain that Egyp 
tian women wore as many rings as they 
could crowd on their fingers. 


ANTIQUITY OF RINGS. 


The Egyptian^ and Boraans undoubt- 


edly preferred the left hand for ring pur- 
poses, while Caesar, Livy and Tacitus all 
seem to insist that the Gauls and Britons 
wore their rings on the right hand. In 
any case, it seems to have been tacitly 
agreed that the third finger was tbe place 
of honor. 


The Hebrew rings worn in those good 


old days were very ornate and beautiful. 
Quite a number of them have been pre- 
served, and they put the art of the'mod- 
ern jewoler entirely to the blush. The 
most beautiful were the pledges of be- 
throthal or wedding gifts. Tho ceremo- 
nies in connection with these rings seem 
to be foieshadowed in the redemption 
process specified 
in Ruth iv, 7. The 


workmanship of theseHebrew bethrotha' 
rings grew still more elaborate in the 
Middle Ages, when towers and minarets 
of pold were most exquisitely bui 
on tho hoop. The Jewish bri$e of 
era wore the wedding ring on the ftrpl 
finger, but in later days shifted it for 
convenience to the third. 


The old style "gemmel" or "gemmon" 


ring (evidently associated with the French 
jumoau jnmelle, uncommon, meaning 
"twin") is not at all an object in col 
lections of antique rings, 


Tho moaning of the indivisible links is 


self evident. Usually at the marriage o! 
the parties the links were severed, each 
party wearing one of the rings. George 
IV gave a gemmel ring to Mrs. Fitz 
herbert. The toadstone ring was another 
quaint mediaeval conception. It was an 
outcome of superstition and died when 
superstition died. The idea of the toad 
stone ring was to prevent mothers ant 
email children from the evil influences o: 
the fairies. The smallest wedding ring 
over fashioned was that used at the mar 
riage of Mary, the infant daughter o 
Henry VIII of England, to tha Dauphin 
of France, son of Francis I. The marriag 
was performed by Cardinals Wolsey ani 
Campeggio, the bridegroom being " 
months old and Uie bride 1 year and 1 
months old.—Boston Globe.
